Sever- 
Ill other indictments on similar charges 
are still pending against Hitchcock. 


Flora Whiston sworo on the witness 


stand, that on agent of the Gerry socie- 
ty had frightened her into making the 
charges against Hitchcock, "He threat- 
ened to take me away from my home- 
to separate mo from my' mother, if I 
didn't tell that story," said the girl in 
£ sobbing voice, when asked why she had 
made the charges against Hitchcock be- 
fore the grand jury.

SEN. TILLMAN LETS LOOSE 


Fiery Southerner Declares President is 


Responsible for Many Evils—Says Con- 
gress is Subservient to Him. 


WASHINGTON' D. C,, Mar. 16.—Cit- 


ing what he claimed to be 'cold blooded 
facts" to show executive responsibility 
for many of the evils which exist, Sen- 
ator Tillman, in a speech made in. the 
senate today said: 


"In the same category of keeping the 


work of commerce to the ear and break 
ing them to the hope," if the newspa- 
pers are to be believed, he is even now 
planning a truce with these same rich 
malefactors and is ready to grant am- 
nesty to all past trust offenders. In the 
most pronounced language he has de- 
nounced the combination between labor 
organizations and the boycott, but •on 
the eve of an election, panders to this 
same vote by demanding changes in the 
law as interpreted by the supreme-court. 
Organized labor is to be relieved from, 
the prohibition of the supreme courts de- 
cisions, but along with it must go the 
relief of the capital. 
Once relieved, the 


malefactors of great wealth will smile 
in triumph over their victory while la- 
bor will find itself no freer than, be- 
fore.' 


He charged the senate and house with 


absolute subservance to the wishes of 
the chief executive, "Servility and. cow- 
ardice are the order of the day," he de- 
clared. 


Mr. Tillman also asserted that every 


effort was being made to control the ne- 
gro vote. 


Coming back to the charge of favori- 


tism on the part of the president to- 
wards the wealthy he said: 


"The poor fools who were shouting his 


'praises have so far failed to understand 
that the bad government which tha Re- 
publican party has given the country, is 
duo solely to the ignorance and debauch- 
ery of the people. 


"The capacity of the people to govern 


themselves wisely and protect their in- 
terests is seriously called in question by 
existing conditions. The money which 
used to control the machinery of nomi- 
used to cointrol the machinery of nomi- 
nation at Chicago. The price of negro 
delegates in the south rises day by day. 
The office holding clique 
manipulated

ORCHARD WILLING TO DIE 


Confessed Slayer of Gov. -Steunenberg 


Refuses to Plead to Lesser Degree of 


Murder Than First. 


BOISE, Idaho, March 
IS.—On 
the 


morning of his forty-second birthday, 
next Wednesday, in the district court of 
Canyon County, Harry Orchard, the self- 
confessed murderer of former Governor 
Steunenberg, who was killed by the ex- 
plosion of a bomb at the gate of his res- 
idence in Caldwell on' the evening of 
Dec. 30, 1005, will face Judge Fremont 
Wood, prepared to hear the death sen- 
tence meted out to him. Harry Orchard 
of his own volition and 
against 
the 


pleadings of his attorneys and others, re- 
fused when arraigned March 10 to let 
his previous plea of "cot guilty" stand. 
He also refused to plead to a lesser de- 
gree of murder than the first degree. 


He said: "I am guilty and sun ready 


to t^lce my punishment. I have told 
the'truth. I understand 
fully 
what 


muflt be the7 consequences." 


Some persons believe Orchard has been 


guaranteed immunity. This is denied by 
those in authority and by Orchard him- 
self. Those who have 
been 
in close 


communication with.Orchard, the prison 
authorities and those who have adminis- 
tered spiritual comfort to him, express 
tho opinion that after being, sentenced, 
should an effort be raadu to commute his 
sentence or pardon him, Orchard will re- 
fuse to accept it. It is the general belief 
that Orchard expects to die, and that he 
wishes to receive the extreme penalty 
for his crime. Orchard refuses to be in- 
terviewed. He is very quiet and spends 
much time with his books, tho Bible and 
works of a religious nature. 


That he earnestly wishes his confes- 


sion to be believed is known, and it ia 
thought that he believes his own punish- 
ment in full for the crime he committed 
will tend to prove the truth of his con- 
fession.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Mar.-18.—The 


proceeding by the government against 
the Armour. Packing'company, Swift 
Co., Morris & Company, and tho Cudahy 
Packing company, all of them operat 
ing in Kansas City, Kansas under which 
the companies were each fined1 $15,000 
by the United States circuit court, for 
the western district of Missouri on tha 
charge of receiving rebates, contrary to 
the provisions of the Elkins act, was de- 
cided by the supreme court of the Unit' 
c,d States today adversely to those com 
panics. 


The court's opinion was announced by 


Justice Day, who held that the'Elkins 
act is applicable to transportation. any- 
where and that nn offense is not con- 
fined tb the iniffcl point. He also held 
it .applicable alike to shipper and carrier. 


A Blow to Prohibition. 


By the vote of three to two the sub- 


committee of the senate committee on 
the judiciary today declared unconstitu- 
tional ' all of the bills intended to re- 
move • federal barriers against states ex 
ercising control of their police powers 
for the regulation of the liquor traffic. 
Hearings on these measures have been 
held covering almost the entire present 
session and the bills were advocated by 
representatives of practically all of the 
states, whwe there is a stfong prohibi 
tion sentiment.

CHINA GIVES IN TO JAPAN 


Seized Ship is Released and War Cloud 


in East Disappears—Warship to Salute 
Flag of the Mikado. 


HONGKONG, March 16,—The Japa- 


nese steamer Tatsu Mam has been re- 
leased by the Chinese authorities. 


PEKIN, March 10.—The full terms 


under which the case of the Tatsu Maru, 
the Japanese steamer that was seized 
by China in February on the allegation 
that she was conveying arms and am- 
munition to the Chinese revolutionists, 
has been settled, are as as follows: 


First—China agrees to punish the of- 


ficers who lowered the Japanese flag on 
the Tatau Mam and to send a warship 
to the place where,the vessel was seized 
to fire a salute as the Japanese flag 13 
rehoistcd. 


Second—The Tatsu Maru is to be re- 


leased at once. 


Third—-China will purchase the arms 


and ammunition seized. 


Fourth—She will punish the officers 


who committed this breach against in- 
ternational usage. 


Fifth—The viceroy^of Canton will set- 


tle tlie amount of demurrage for the re- 
tention of -tho steamer after consulta- 
tion with the Japanese consul and, final- 
ly, Japan 'agreed to exercise extra vig- 
ilance against her subjects in the mat- 
ter of smuggling arms into China.

WAS ONE TIME IN ASYLUM 


GIRL AND BOY ARE WEDDED 


Leaden Missile Ranged Upward Through 


Chin Lodging Under Eye—Could. Not 


Be Found—Was Not in Want—Extent 


of Injury Cannot Be Determined for 


Several Days. 


Micheael Monnhan,T)0 years old, and 


one of the early settlers of the Fourth 
•ward, attempted suicide at his home on 
North Geneva street this morning, by 
shooting himself under the chin with 
a revolver, owing to despondency and be- 
ing feeble minded. 


Mr. Monahan was born on the north 


side and by hard and careful work accu- 
mulated a comfortable fortune. For a 
long time he was employed us fireman 
at the Racine Waterworks plant. At 
one time he was in an insane asylum 
and at present one of his sisters is con- 
fined in such an institution. Monahan has 
but one eye and it is said that he goug- 
ed the missing one out with a fork some 
years ago. 


For some days it was noticed that he 


acted in a melancholy manner. 
This 


morning he took bis revolver and fired 
the shot into his chin. The ball passed 
through the bone of the jaw and shat- 
tered it; thence up through the roof 
of the mouth and lodged somewhere un- 
der the left oye. As soon as possible Dr. 
Collins was summoned and he dressed 
the wound and ordered the man remov- 
ed to the St. Mary's Iiospital in the po- 
lice ambulance. It was not po_ssible to 
find or remove the bullet. 


Dr. Collins states that it cannot be 


determined whether the 
injury 
will 


prove fatal for several days. Mr. Mon- 
ahan was -a single man, and his father 
and mother are dead. He was not in 
want, -but simply despondent and his 
mind weak.

One day last 
week he was notified by a former friend 
that Koskie had been seen in South Mil- 
waukee, where he was evidently at work, 
Rather than give up the tools, Swanson 
visited South Milwaukee, and began a 
still hunt for Koskie. After a couple of 
days' detective work, Koskie was located, 
and visited by the Racine man. Finally 
under threats of arrest, Koskie admitted 
taking the tools and claimed that he had 
had them to .within a few months ago. 
At that time, being out of work, lie turn- 
ed them over to the keeper of his board- 
ing house in lieu of an unpaid board bill. 
This matter was settled,, the tools recov 
ered by Swanson, and Koskie turned 
free.

the law.

cision, Second One Declaring a. Straight 


Ticket Conlfl Be Voted on Machines—• 


Wisconsin Official Sees No Basis for 


Such a. Finding. 


In every city in the state of Wis- 


consin there is a question as to how, 
voters 'shall cast their ballots at tha 
coming election. At Milwaukee, City At- 
torney Kelly has render two opinion*. 
First he held that the voting machines 
could not be arranged so that a straight- 
ticket could be voted, but that the votJ ^ 
er must turn down a knob under erery 
candidate's name for whom he intend- 
ed to vote. After a second sober thought . 
the city attorney said there seemed to 
be no reason why the machines should 
not be set so that the party levers may . 
be used to- mark all of the candidates 
upon a party ticket by a single stroke, 
instead of being set for ench person vot- 
ed for. The setting of a machine, eo tha 
attorney holds, BO as to enable the Tot- 
er to vote a party ticket, does not pre» 
rent him splitting his ticket. So he i»; 
of the opinion that the machine should ; 
be set as to enable the voter to Tpta 
his party ticket, leaving him the option 
to split if he desires. 


An Official Opinion. 


•City Clerk William Armstrong las 


contended that the law means that tho 
machine cannot be set for a straight 
ticket, but so that the voter casts his 
vote for the different 
candidates, 
by

mark or by one pull of the party lever. 
I have noticed the decision of the eft*

I was told_ while in Milwaukee 
that, unless straight voting could be per- 
mitted, it would be impossible to prc- 
vide for all voters in many of the •ward* 
in the time given for voting.

ple with \vbom_ie -has lived, and who 
attended him during his last few ycara 
estimate his 'age' between 75 and 00 al- 
though there arc :none however, who 
•have any record of his exact age. Peo- 
ple,'who are now well in the fifties de- 
clare that the old colored'raan came here 
nearly 'fifty years ago,' at', that time ap 
pearing almost" as aged'and. time worn 
as. he did at the day of his death. Ra-

ed had but little money, but. carried 
sufficient• insurance 'to pay. his various 
expenses. .

ley anticipated his death, but declared 
himself willing.to die, having lived more 
than his jns-t allowance of years. To 
one of his friend»;--during 'tlfe' week, he 
declared lie would .be dead bj- Saturday. 
His words provod-in the.-natiire of a 
prophecy for his-, death'.occurred early 
this morning.

Fanning Making Propess in the Desert. 


Several French explorers' -especially 


•trained in. route surveying,and the nat- 
ural-sciences are now at work in the 
Sahara,,, or have completed studies, that 
have ..taken theu. across the desert or 
required -long Journeys in various parts 
of it.. Joey are', writing'reports of their 
work," which arc" full :of novel' interest 
because" they arc rinding many things 
that' arc 'changing our' preconceptions- of 
the desert/ 
"' " 


The latest of these reports is by-R. 


Chudeau and is . printed: in La Geogra- 
phic, and it throws" new light .upon, -the 
occupations and conditions of the groups 
of inhabitants scattered over the south- 
ern part of the desert south of Algeria 
and- Tunis. 
' • 
. 


One of'the most interesting of, Chu- 


hcau's deductions it that' slow climatic 
changes are gradually increosing.'the wa- 
ter supply in the, southern part of the 
desert, and he tinda that the nuppression 
by • the French of the' slave trade across 
the desert has turned the inhabitants, 
who were forme<ly middlemen between 
the slave catchers of the south, and the 
slave buyers of the northern 'oases-and 
of Morocco and Tripoli, to the better 
tfcfrl'zation • of their- water supply,' the 
ra-ising of more camels and other'domes- 
tic- animals and larger crops. 
. .The'mountsn'n country .of Air. covered 
with extinct volcanoes, is far out in the 
desert,-about 300 miles'north of the 
Sudan, but it niins .there, every year be- 
tween June, and October, and in-1905 
there were seventeen rainstorms. On' an 
average there are five or six of them'a 
year, but in sonic years -there are only 
two. 


The regime of the Sudan .practically 


prevails in Air. 
The rain, dramo from 


the mountain slopes into the .-valleys, 
where vegetation flourishes finely, in- 
cluding 
several 
varieties .of 
palms, 


though inferior in quality. 


There are lions, monkeys and other 


tropical animals here, 'and, by way of 
contrast, fields of millet and wheat and 
"ardens of tomatoes, onions, cucumbers 
and-other vegetables, Some of the vil- 
luge groups do not till the soil, and 
most of the cerealo are imported from 
Damergu, much farther south!' but still 
in tbe desert 100 miles north of the 
Sudan. 


In the depressions of Damergii are 


marshes and'little lakes, and an abund- 
ance of millet is-grown. This is one of 
the most animate parts of the Sahara. 


The security which the French now 


give to life and property has, enabled 
many of the people to leave the large 
villages and to. build little hamlets at 
points favorable for tilling the soil.

ture frames will remove fly specks im- 
mediately and there, will be no odor 
from the onion afterward. 


Glue mixed with glycerin is an excel- 


lent paste for fastening leather post- 
cards to a surface upon which they 
must bo firmly held in place. 


Keep salads cool before serving and 


never add the mayonaise to the salad 
until ready to serve, or all ingredients 
will have a wilted appearance and fiat 
taste. 


A mother-of-pear! buckle should be 


cleaned by covering the buckle with ,1 
paste made of whiting and water, and 
when quite dry brushing it off and pol- 
ishing with a dry cloth. 


You will need less laundry soap if it

To scald milk place the required a- 


mount in the inner vessel of a double 
boiler; partly fill the outer vessel with 
hot water, cover and place on fire.

thin glass. Wash the jars in hot aoap 
suds, rinse well and bake them tho- 
roughly in the oven. This baking pro- 
cess is really essential and sweetens 
jars which have stood all winter in tho 
cellar. 


To clean hair brushes take a cup of 


cornmeal nnd 
fill tho brush, rubbing 


gently with tho hand. As it absorbs 
tho grease and dirt shake it out and 
use fresh'meal till the brush is cleaned 
thoroughly. This is better than amo- 
nia, as there is no water to injure or 
loosen the back of the brush.

..Tapioca Custard.—Five dessertspoon- 
fuls of tapioca, one quart of milk, one 
pint of cold water, three eggs, one te'a- 
spoonful of vanilla, one heaping cupful 
of sugar; a pinch of salt. 


Soak the tapioca in the water five 


hours. Heat the milk to scalding; add 
the tapioca, the water in-* which it was 
soaked' and' the salt. "Stir ib'-boiling 
and pour gradually upon .the yolks arid" 
sugar, which should have been beaten 
together. Boil again, stirring constant- 
ly, about five minutes, or until it thick- 
ens. Turn into -a bowl and..stir gently 
into the custard the frothed whites and 
the flavoring. Eat cold.

Mince Pies. — To 
two 


cups of .finely chopped meat add five 
cups of chopped apple, one 'cup of mo- 
lasses, three cups of brown sugar, one 
cup of boiled cider, two teaspoons' of 
cinnamon, one teaspoon each of cloves, 
allspice and mace and the grated yel- 
low rind and juice of one lemon. Add 
one cup of meat broth, which should be 
reduced by boiling .after the meat is 
taken out; ono cup of vinegar, one .cup

citron, one-half cup of chopped cantlled 
orange peel, two cups of currants, one- 
half cup of chopped suet.

of sugar and a 
teaspoonful 
of corn 


starch, mixed with milk, salt to taste, 
nnd when cool stir in lightly the beaten 
whites of three eggs. Flavor with va- 
nilla and serve either .hot or cold. 


Baking 
Powder 
Biscuits.—To 
one 


quart .of flour add..two rounding .tea- 
spoonfuls of baking powder and a half 
teaspoonful of .salt;, sift twice.... Rub in 
quickly and thoroughly one.round table- 
spoonful of shortening.. Add a cupful 
and si half of milk slowly; take 
the 


mixture out. on the board, roll out, half 
an inch in thickness, cut. with. a. small 
round cutter and place the biscuits in a 
baking pan sufficiently far apart not 
to touch each other. Brush the top of 
each biscuit with milk, and bake .in a 
quick oven, 360 degrees Fahrenheit, for 
twenty 
minutes.. 
These 
should 
be 


brown' top and bottom, the sides crust- 
ed, but of a lighter color. Have just as 
little center as possible. The biscuits 
must .be light, but simply two crusts.

Fate of the Cities'of the Plain. An 


attempt to give .a scientific account of 
the destruction of Sodom and Gomorrah 
has been made.by Dr. Diener of Vienna. 
A study .of the peculiarities of the Dead 
sea basin and. of the site of the over- 
whelmed "cities of the plain" leads him 
to conclude that a violent earthquake 
must at some time have occurred there 
which affected the entire basin, and was 
accompanied by the inundation of the 
shores.

Curious Sky Columns.

tion of a curious optical phenomenon 
sometimes witnessed on frosty nights, 
which is called tho "pseudo-aurora," is 
offered by an official -of thai weather 
bureau. The 
phenomenon.; ,takcB., the 


•I'orm of -beautiful columns "ofr..-«il,Very 
jight^Ejtanding over electric arc 'lamps 
and"otherAbrightA>lights and-sometimes 
appearing almost • to reach- the zenith. 
It is said that sometimes-the evening 
star has a bright shaft below us well 
as above, while the rising moon stands 
in a broad column of. light. Imose ap- 
pearances are due to floating frost crys- 
tals, which keep .their reflecting faces 
horizontal. On examination it has been 
found that the crystals concerned in the 
exhibition were thin, six-sided plates of 
ice, never more, than one millimeter' in 
diameter. When the wind blows these 
little plates were upset, and the col- 
umns of light caused by.the reflection 
from their sufaces disappear. 


Ancient Village Inns. The village inn 


at Addington, England, has been ten- 
anted by the members of one family 
since the reign of Henry VII. 
On the 


death of the mother of the 
present 


hosteBS she left the son, but only three 
daughters survive her. The three sist- 
ers in turn took possession and the pre- 
sent hostess is the last of them. The 
Jolly Millers' inn at Newham, Cam- 
bridgeshire, has been kept by a family 
of the name of Musk for the last 400 
years. It. is recorded in Cambridge an- 
nals that Queen Elizabeth once stopped 
here and drank a quart of "Ye Olda 
English Aylo" without, getting down 
from her horse. 


Electric Haircutting. A French 
in- 


ventor . is responsible for the introduc- 
tion abroad of an electric substitute for 
the barber's scissors. This device con- 
sists of a comb carrying along one side 
of its row of teeth 
a platinum wire, 


through which flows an electric current. 
As the comb passes through the locks 
to be shorn the heated wire instantan- 
eously severs the hairs, .leaving them 
of even length and sealing the cut ends 
as in the ordinary process of singeing 
with a taper. A. similar device-is a 
curling iron kept at an even tcmpcra- 
tur,e by an electric wire in the interior. 


Camphor from Florida. The latest in- 


dustrial 'possibility discovered in Flori- 
da's varied stemitropical' vegetation 
ia 


the commercial 'production of camphor. 
The camphor. tre.e has been grown in 
many parts of Florida .as a foliage, plant 
and curiosity,. but it remained for th« 
department .of agricultiire experts to 
realize the ' commercial possibilities of 
this exotic plant. During the past year 
a number of trees in different parts of 
the state were placed at the disposal of 
the 
department's 
investigators, 
and 


from these 30 pounds of, camphor gum 
were 
produced. This, 
upon 
refining, 


proved to be, in every -.way' a-rperfectly 
satisfactory substituto for the ori«nt»l 
article. It is declared • by the depart- 
ment's plant experts that the. camphor 
tree can be grown to advantage in many 
parts of Florida which have been aband-- 
oned for orange culture owing to the 
danger incident to occasional visitations 
of frost. 


Vast Importer of Rubber. Tho Unit- 


ed States imported an aggregate of $50,- 
000,000 worth of crude india rubber- the 


1 year 1906, according to a statement 
made public by the bureau of statistics! 
of the department of commerce and la- 
bor. If to this is added the value ot 
old ; and scrap rubber intended for re- 
manufacture the total will considerably 
exceed that 
amount. 
The enormous 


growth in the importations of india rub- 
ber 'into tlie United States, .which' con- 
sumes more than one-half of the world's 
production, is attributed to tho popu 
Jarity 'of the bicycle"and automobile, 
coupled with the increased use of elec- 
tricity in the daily affairs of the people. 
The importations of this product into 
this country have more than trebled 
during the last twelve years and show 
now a, larger value in the import list 
than almost any other single product. 
The statement shows that the value of 
india rubber importations has increased 
more than 200 per cent in 
a 
decade. 


The increase is attributed to the great 
demand in the various . parts of the 
world for the use of this product. 
The 


statement says tho indications seem to 
justify the belief that the Philippine 
and Hawaiian islands are .capable of 
producing large quantities of this arti- 
cle as a result of thin government's es- 
tablishment of nurseries in those pos- 
sessions for the distribution of rubber 
plants for use of rubber plantations. 


Density of the Earth. The density of 


tho earth as a whole has been estimuted 
with close agreement among the several 
scientists who have made the determi- 
nation, by different methods, 
to 
be 


about 5,5, or 5% times as heavy as an 
equivalent sphere of water. 
On 
the 


other hand, the average density of the 
materials forming the accessible por- 
t-ions of the earth's crust IB between 2,5 
and 3,0, so that the mean density of the 
whole globe is about twice that of its 
outer part. This indicates that the oen-. 
tral part of the earth is composed of 
heavier materials, wid may even be met- 
allic, which condition, saya .the Engin- 
eering and Mining Journal, would accord 
perfectly with the nebular hypothesis. 


Conservative Finance and Dividends. 
Chicago Record-Herald: 
The 
recent 


decision of the "up-state" public service 
commission of New York in the matter 
of the Erie railroad "scrip dividend" is 
of general interest. It is directly con- 
nected with the whole question of cor- 
porate finance and, in tho words of one 
New York newspaper, "goes to the root 
of things." 


The facts are simple. The Erie di- 


rectors voted some months ago a. semi- 
annual dividend of 2 per cent on some 
stock and of 4 per cent on other. The 
total sum thus authorized'was $1,596,000 
and- the money had been earned. 
But. 


the directors thought it unsafe, in view 


[ of present monetary and industrial con- 


I ditions, to pay out this sum, and decid- 


I ed to issue long-term scrip -bearing 4 per 
cent interest and thus raise the money- 
for the purpose. 


The public service commission, fol- 


lowing the letter and spirit of the law, 
has held that the road may not borrow 
money in any way (unless to be re- 
paid within twelve months) except for 
these four objects: Acquisition of prop- 
erty, extension or improvement,' main- 
tenance of service and refunding of out- 
stanaing obligations. 
The payment of 


dividends cannot be brought under any 
one of these purposes, and hence no 
long term debt can be incurred to render 
it possible. 


The -intent of the law and the mean- 


ing of the commission's order is that div- 
idends shall not be paid by a 
public 


utility corporation when it is not safe 
to pay them. The money may have been 
earned, but if there are reasons against 
paying it out the same reasons militate 
against payment by means of loans. 


The financial circles and press of New 


York welcome this decision, the first of 
the kind made since the Hughes public 
service law went into effect. It will make 
for conservatism and soundness in cor- 
porate fjnanre. 


FROST NOT A BANKRUPT. 


Judge Landis Denies Motion, to Have Re- 


ceiver Appointed. 


CHICAGO, Mnrch 14.-^Judge Landis 


in the United States District court ycs- 
.terday denied a motion to have Albert 
C.. Frost, president of the Chicago and 
Milwaukee Electric railroad company de- 
clared a bankrupt and a receiver np- 
. pointed to take charge of his financial 
affairs. Justice K. Orris of Waukegan, 
ono of the petitioning creditors, pre- 
sented a note for $2,495, signed by A. U. 
Frost and secured by three $1,000 bonds 
of the Chicago and Milwaukee'Electric 
railroad company.

WATER AND LIFE. 


Moisture the Most Essential for Vital 


Evolution. 


Of all the conditions preparatory to 


life, writes Prof. Lowell, in the Century, 
the presence of'water, composed of ox- 
vgen and hydrogen, is at /xicc the most 
essential and the most world-wide. For 
if water be present the presence of other 
necessary elements is probably assured. 
If water exist, that fact 'goes bail for 
the necessary temperature, the gamut 
of life being coextensive with the exist- 
ence of water as such. It is so conse- 
quentially, life being impossible without 
water. Whatever the planet, this is of 
necessity true. 
But the absolute de- 


grees, of temperature within which life 
can exist vary according to the mass of 
the body, another of the ways in which 
mere size tells. On the earth 212 de- 
grees Fahrenheit limits the range at the 
top, and 32 degrees Fahrenheit at the 
bottom in- the cose of fresh water. 27 de- 
grees Fahrenheit in the case of salt. 
On a smaller planet both limits would 
be lowered, the top one the most. On 
Mars the boiling point would probably 
be about 110 degrees Fahrenheit. Second- 
ly, from the general initial oneness of 
their constituents, a planet that still 
possesses water will probably retain the 
other substances that arc essential to 
life; gases, for the reason that water 
rapor is next to hydrogen and helium 
the lightest of them all; and solids be- 
cause their weight would still more 
conduce to keep them there. Water, in- 
deed, acts as a, solution to the whole 
problem.

-PROTECTION FOB STANDARD pit 
It has been asked why it is that if. the 


Dingley tariff permits tho free entrance 
of crude petroleum then why. is it that 
the contention may be and is mado the 


tandavd' Oil corporation is not protect- 
ci by a tariff. This question is foolish! 
or when the- Dingley tariff was enacted 
long back in 1001 the Standard had 
ven more control of prominent men than 
ow and it possessed influence sufficient 
o protect it thoroughly. But hp\v is 
•us great octopus protected if'oil can 
nter duty free? Because of the little 
oker whfch nimble fellow bobs up at 
tlier tariff points .giving as is claimed 
•ith earnestness, eastern interests a 
roteetiou amounting to much in excess 
f that fair protection defined by Mc- 
vinley. It is tariff graft and under- 
tood and is the mainstay of our great 
rusts today. 
But to the octopus again. IJow is this 
rotected? Kusily by a simple device of 
ermitting oil, crude and" reflnad, from 
ther countries to enter free, only and 
o provided that if other countries do 
ilace a duty upon our oil entering their 
x>rts, then "in such case, the octopus be- 
ng placed at a disadvantage, we proceed 
o place an equal duty upon all foreign 
ils entering our ports. Thus the octo- 
luses are protected in every particular, 
low does this special protective law 
ead then if it is claimed the Standard 
njoys a monopoly and which certainly 
appear to be a special protection by the 
Jnited States government. The clause 
coda smoothly enough for it as stated 
permits crude and refined oils to enter 
ree, and the joker appears thus: 
"Provided, That if there be imported 


nto the United States crude petroleum, 
or the products of crude petroleum pro- 
duced in any country which imposes a 
:uty on petroleum or its products ex- 
wrted from the United States, there 
hall in such cases be levied, paid and 
ollected a duty upon said crude petrol- 
•um or its products BO imported equal to 
he duty imposed by such country." 


If this is not protection, then what is 


t'i If it is not legislation favoring spec- 
si interests, then what is it? All know 
he Russian oil fields produce in the 
jreatest quantities, but not a gallon 
,hat oil can be imported into this coun- 
ty as a matter of fact, and should Rus- 
sia desire to protect itself against United 
States oil and levy a duty, then our gov- 
ernment would bo compelled by law to 
evy an equal duty against the Russian 
oil, and if this provision does not give 
•>ur octopus a great advantage, then tar- 
11' jokers cannot be perceived because it 
s not desired to sec them. 


This protection is equal to, as Con- 


gressman Kucsterman says, about 2V» 
cents per gallon in a speech the other 
day in which he attacked this oil section 
presumably inserted by the influence of 
;ho Stand'ard to protect its interests. 
Further he thinks this special protection 
lad placed the immense sum of $133,942,- 
000 in the oil treasury, and there will be 
5ut few people to doubt but what this 
great corporation has enjoyed a shrewdly 
devised protection at the expense of the 
American people. This same concern is

mockery. Mississippi cast 53,000 Demo- 
cratic and 3,100 Republican votes, with 
eight congressmen; Alabama 107,000 
votes and nine 
congressmen; 
Georgia, 


120,000 of which 83,000 .were Democratic 
and with eleven congressmen; South Car- 
olina 55,000, of which 52,560 were Demo- 
cratic, and with 
seven congressmen; 


Louisiana 54,000 votes with 47,000 Demo- 
cratic and with seven congressmen. The 
average vote for congress in the* south 
docs not exceed perhaps 6,000 with the 
average vote in northern districts .28,- 
000 to 35,000. Somo southern districts 
actually cast but 3,000 votes in all for 
congressmen. This is accounted for by 
the suppression of the suffrage and the 
suppression of white Republican votes in 
one form and another. So if the south 
has. to conform to the constitution which 
prescribes the disfranchised votes shall 
not be counted in making up the con- 
gressional apportionment, how can it 
complain?

DIVE GOVERNMENT CONTROL OVEB 


ALIENS 


At last the judiciary . committee of 


the house has reported a measure that if 
a law will give as has long been urgent- 
ly desired and advocated by several 
presidents, tha government and federal 
courts original jurisdiction over aliens, 
the bill distinctly referring to cases of 
violation of treaty rights by our.own 
citizens' or authorities which affect aliens 
residing or temporarily in this country. 
This means that where citizens of the 
United States violate tho treaties we 
have entered into with other countries, 
these treaties of'course protecting the 
citizens of such foreign countries, thare 
will be at once serious trouble for such 
citizens of the United States who have 
violated such. 


The proposed change in fact places the 


government in authority in all matters 
affecting these alien residents. If there 
fore an American mob outrage's an Ital 
ian, a Russian immigrant, a Chinaman 
or Japanese, or a citizen of any foreign 
country for any purpose living or resi- 
dent in this country, the government at 
Washirgton enters on v,he scene and in 
stoad of as now being compelled to ex 
plain to the foreign government concern 
ed that under our state system the gen 
eral government is powerless, but that 
we shall do the best we can to have the 
perpetrators of wrongs and injuries pun- 
ished and the damages paid for, we will 
be able to reach out and seize the riot- 
ers or assaulters, or in what form the 
wrong has been committed upon an alien, 
and then in a United States court try the 
offender and if convicted punish as the 
court and jury direct even to the death 
penalty. 


There will, if this becomes law, be no 


more 
national 
humiliations. When 


treaty rights are violated which of course 
arc when 'an outrage is perpetrated on 
a citizen of a foreign country, no apolo- 
gies need bo made that we are not a na- 
tion. We now proudly boast we are, but 
are not, but if changed instead as in tho 
past explaining wo have, no authority 
over states enabling us to secure redress 
for the outraged by mob violence or 


those great national policies favored by

i Child la,bor reform goes on with an 'n 
•creasing tendency to recognize the dif 
fering degrees of labor, labor in th 
mills, and labor in th6 office* and light 
er forms. Thus the eastern laws tha 
forbid children from selling newspaper 
in the streets under twelve are now rec 
ognized as nothing but shrewdness on 
tho part of the newsstand folks to ge 
out of the way the opposition comin 
from the children who sold papers o 
the 'streets a little While in. the aft«l 
noons. 


But real child labor reform is comin; 


as the results of appreciative men an< 
women who are carefully studying u 
the question. 


Canada is also looking up the matta 


and already valuable regulations hav 
been established, and with one advan 
tage not existing in this country, an 
such laws certainly will be strictly «n 
forced. This is an advantage they hav 
over the line. An exchange says as 
Canadian legislation:

There are .light 
orins of labor, as that of offices, errand 
toys, messenger' boys, light office work, 
cork in which no long hours of soul 
reaking work in machinery is conc«rn- 
d, the taking of- two or three hours in 
he day for the selling of newspapers, in 
yhich the law may consider as not com- 
ng under the head of factory work, 
•hen these humanitarians fairly and 
ustly consider the factor of child sup- 
ort of helpless members of the family, 
nd of families where the -help of the 
hildren is of moment. 
One factor standing in the way of real 
hild labor legislation is the fanatic, the 
rank, and the politician. Even take 
ut the polities and a positive advance 
will have been made making more possi- 
ile that common sense action.

Many people do not properly recognize 
he great benefits of the building; and 
dan associations in states where'such 
re conducted under proper and effective 
aws. Tbe«e institutions while not «x- 
rcising the functions of banks at all, 
yet are valuable auxiliaries because the 
irst induce the saving habit, induce the 
leginnings for investment purposes, and 
aturally afford many people the oppor- 
unity to build themselves a home. 
'housands of homes have been built and 
ong ago folly owned by the people who 
without these associations -would never 
lave got ahead sufficient to build even 
he chimney of a house and while it 
akes a spell as it wore, to pay for a 
jome under this plan, yet it does bring 
t about surely. There are thousands 
now in thoir first beginnings to build 
and own a home, and they get their 
tart through some building and loan as- 
ociation. 
Racine has two of these institutions, 
nd both are doing very well indeed. 
Chene have enabled numerous citizens to 
mild their homes and every new ser- 
es of loans announced sees new people 
coming in to take advantage. Through 
these largely are building enterprises 
encouraged and to them is the city in- 
debted for the addition of numerous at- 
;ra«tive homes.

Tho present time it th« time to fix up 
hihgs as they should be, for if not now 
one, relaxation will occur with nothing 
racticable being completed,, and some 
ay the awful holocaust way come, fire 
rill or no fire drilr, if these alone are 
o be relied upon. This does not mean 
et up on the drill, not at all. Keep 
iem up in perfect form and require teach- 
rs to conform to every requirement. 
The protecting of human life and «s- 
ecially young lives is no matter for 
aving'a few dollars, the young people 
re entitled to the belt going and a« 
erfeet and complete a system as can be 
evised. It is as well to here add that 
lie authorities everywhere cannot be too 
igilant in Being that every public hall 
nd place of entertainment are equipped 
with ample fire escapes, easily accessible, 
and on more than one side of a building, 
han this with ampl« exits unlocked hall- 
ways, and with wids outward passages 
and doors, in every ease opening out- 


•ards. 
Prevention and vigilance may avoid 
epentanc« on the port of those now re- 
ponsible for proper and effective meaa- 
res, and it may save bitter sorrows and

asking about woman suffrage. That is 
the inquirer wishes to know to what ex- 
tent this suffrage is legal. Partial suf- 
frage exists in a number of states, bul 
only in four can women vote in all re 
spects as can the men. These are the 
states of Colorado, Utah, Wyoming and 
Idaho. From an occount of this suf 
frage movement is taken the following 
showing the states in which partial suf 
frage is enjoyed: 


"Very limited woman suffrage prevail 


in nineteen other states. In Kansas it 
is restricted to voting on school matters 
and at elections for municipal officers 
in Montana and Iowa women may vote 
on the issuance of municipal bonds. In 
Montana, 
Michigan, Minnesota, New 


Hampshire, Oregon, Massachusetts, New 
York, Vermont, Nebraska, 
Wisconsin 


Washington, Arizona, New Jersey, North 
Dakota, South Dakota, Connecticut and 
Ohio women have school suffrage." 


As to this partial suffrage it has no 


be«n: observed the women bare taken 
any great interest, and certainly they 
have not in Wisconsin. In the state 
where a complete suffrage exists, it ha 
not.been demonstrated the women hav 
exercised any noticeable effect upon th 
quality of candidates for the public of 
fices. The truth is the women hav 
used their right to vote in accordanc 
with their natures just as do the men 
and it cannot be said that women hav 
given tho suffrage any particular uplift 
but neither have they given it an oppo 
site impulse. Probably summed up thi

NEW YORK, March '12.—Plans 
are 


being made, it is said; to send 3,000 New 
York schoolboys into the country dur'- 
ng the coming summer. Already more 
than 2,000 have applied for positions on 
farms, and it is expected that ninny 
more wilt make application "before the 
summer vacation begins. 


All of these boys will work as labor- 


ers on farms throughout the state. The 
school authorities believe that outdoor 
ife is better for 'them than -life in the 
city streets, and also that the experi- 
ence will induce many of them to de- 
cide on -fitting themselves f or ~ agricul- 
tural pursuits. 


The Bryan and Taft Platforms. 


Chicago 
Record-Herald: The 
Ohio 


Republican platform is said to have been 
examined 
and approved by 
President 


Roosevelt and .Secretary Taft, nnd the 
Nebraaka Democratic platform had the 
mmediate supervision of Mr. Bryan. It 
i» probable, therefore, that those two 
platforms anticipate pretty closely the 
platforms that are to be adopted by the 
national conventions, snd it is interest- 
ing to note some of the differences bo 
tween 
them 
and the questions, upon 


which issue is joined. 


The Taft platform calls for tariff.re- 


vision, but in doing so insists particular- 
ly upon adequate "protection" for Amer- 
ican manufacturers, farmers, producers 
and wage earners. The Bryan platform 
demands that articles entering into com 
petition with articles controlled by trusts 
bo placed on the free- list, that reductions 
be made in the tariff on the necessaries 
of life and that reductions be made ''"in 
such other schedules as may. .-be neces 
sary to restore the tariff ,to a 'revenue 
basis."

Tiic Taft platform attacks tho disfran 


chieement legislation of the 
southern 


states and favors "the reduction of rep 
resentation in congress and the olcctora 
college in all states of.this union where 
white and colored citizens are disfran 
chised." Upon this subject the Bryan 
platform has nothing to say. 


•The Taft platform calls for "such mod 


ifications of the currency laws as wil 
provide for the demands of commerce 
satisfy the needs- of all portions of th 
country and have at all times the qualitj 
of undoubted security." On this subjec 
there will probably be legislation by con 
gress before the national convention 
meet. The Bryan platform opposes both 
the Aldrich and the Fowlor bills, insist 
that emergency currency should be is 
sued and controlled by the federal gov 
eminent and that it should bo loanei 
upon adequate security and at a rate of 
interest which will compel its retirement 
when the emergency is passed. It de- 
mands better regulation of banks and 
specific security for depositors. 


The Taft platform enumerates among 


its policies the development step by step 
of popular government in the Philip- 
pines. The Bryan platform says: "Wo 
favor an immediate declaration of the 
nation's purpose to recognize the inde- 
pendence of-the Philippine Island as soon 
as a stable government can bo establish- 
ed, such independence to be guarded by 
us as we guard the independence of Cuba, 
until tho, neutralization, of-tho islands 
can ,-bo' secured -by •treaty-withvother- 
powerH." 


There is agreement upon certain of the 


policies with which tile Roosevelt admin- 
istration is identified, and the Bryan 
platform, which is much the longer of 
the 'two, touches upon' subjects not men-. 
tioned in tho Taft -platform.". Some'of- 
them may 'lead to partisan controversies, 
but issue 'is not likely to-be joined over

WAS SIXTY-TWO YEARS OLD 


Health Not Good For More Than Year- 


Coming to Racine in 1887, He Put Vig- 
or Into Upbuilding of Congregation 
Which Today Has Grown to Nearly 8 


Thousand. 


Rev. Corn-ad .Jaeger, pastor of the First 


Evangelical Lutheran church, of Racine, 
died at 4 o'clock this morning, at his 
tome "35 Grand avenue, of general de- 
bility. For more than a year Rev. Mr. 
Jaeger had been in poor -health and some 
weeks ago he tendered his resignation, to 
take effect on April 1st, it being his in- 
vention to take a long needed rest. For 
the past ten days his condition has been 
serious and on Monday he became un- 
conscious. Yesterday there was a con- 
sultation of physicians and it was agreed 
;hat there was no help for the stricken 
man. 
The tolling of the church bell in 


the early morn, told the parishioners of 
;he big congregation that their beloved 
pastor was no morn. 


For more than twenty years Rev. Jae- 


ger has been preacher of the congregation 
and it was through his hard and energetic 
work that the magnificent house of wor- 
ship on Villa stret was erected and the 
congregation built up to one-of the-larg- 
est in the state of that denomination. 
In his demise the state loses one of its 
most powerful men in the • Evangelical 
Lutheran church. 


Born in Germany. 


Rev. Mr. Jaeger was born in Hesse- 


Darmstadt, on the 19th of March, 1846, 
and he was the son of Conrad and Eliz- 
abeth Jaeger. The literary education of 
Rev. Jaeger was acquired in his native 
country, and on attaining his majority 
he crossed the Atlantic to America in 
1807. 
His first location was at Water- 


town, Wis., where he spent two years 
as student and teacher in the North- 
western University. He was ordained 
in that city on the Oth of June, 1870, and 
was assigned to a charge in the town of 
Mosel, Sheboygan county, where, as pas- 
tor of the church, ho remained until the 
fall of 1872. Then he went to Two Riv- 
ers, Manitowoc county, where he served 
six years as pastor. At the expiration 
of that time he received a call to Gib 
son, in the same county, where he stay 
ed four years. At this place he had 
founded the congregation five years pre- 
vious, "while at Two Rivers, and was 
their paator for nine years in all. In 
1882 he was appointed financial agent 
o'f the Northwestern University at Wat- 
crtown, with headquarters at Manito- 
woc, and during his term of service in 
that capacity, such was his energy and 
perseverance that the indebtedness of 
the university was cleared off. Next he 
was the pastor of the church at Ccnter- 
ville, Wis., where he remained until No- 
vember 1st, 188". 


He Came to Racine. 


At that time Rev. Mr. Jaeger received 


a call and camo to Racine and became 
the pastor of tho First Evangelical Luth- 
eran congregation, then small and wor 
shipping in a small building. This socie- 
ty was organized in 1840. During his 
twenty years' service here he has been 
a strong and powerful preacher and the 
congregation has grown to nearly one 
thousand 
persons. Tho 
new church 


stands a2 a monument to his labors. He 
was a classical scholar of high intellectu- 
al attainments. Ha was always an in- 
dustrious student and an earnest worker 
in his holy calling. He was one of the 
trustees of the Evangelical 'Lutheran 
Synod of Wisconsin, and at one time 
president of the southern district of that 
synod. During his residence here he won 
the regard, respect and admiration of al 
who he has been associated with as- stu- 
dent, teacher and pastor. Jn his death 
the church loses a valuable man, as does 
the Christian world in general. 


Rev. Jaeger was married in tho city of 


New York, on the 6th of August, 1867 
to 
Miss Elizabeth Mueller. She - with

He showed that 
vhile a large number of horde in Wis- 
onsin ore bhowing. a yearly average of 
00 to 400 pounds of butter per cow, in- 
icating an average earning capacity of 
100 a ysar or more, that,on the other 
and in many herds the average is re- 
uced to seventy-nine pounds per cow or 
n average earning of $39 a year. It 
vould seem, said President Gillett, that 
revailing conditions in many herds, and 
he animals used for dairy purposes are 
ut a burlesque in the dairy business. 
While the state of Wisconsin is second 
nly to-New York in the dairy business, 
and -while the average producing ca-pac- 
ty of her dairy animals is second to no 
tate, still there is much room for 1m- 
rovement. As an illustration of the 
igh point which can be attained by 
Visconsin dairymen, President Gillett 
nstanced the performance of a Wiscon- 
in 
cow, that recently completed 
an 


authenticated 'yearly record of 27,432 
pounds of milk, containing 990 pounds 
f butter fat, or the equivalent of 1,164 
pounds of marketable butter.- The ac- 
ual return from the milk of this cow 
was $329.13, more than eight times the 
average earning of the Wisconsin dairy 
ow. As » remedy Mr. Gillett argued 
or better breeding, better feeding and 
are taking, deeper thought and wider 
abservation of cause and effect.

told of the 'prolongation of the vitality 
of seeds, during many years',' and even 
centuries, but very few actual experi- 
ments have hitherto been made. 


Dr. Beal has reported that he has 


found seeds that responded to' gcrminn- 
tion tests after having' been 
buried 


twenty' years. The seeds burie'd. by the 
experts of the Agricultural-.department 
at the Arlington farm last year were 
packed "with dry clay in" porous" olfiy 
pots; covered with saucers nnd placed at 
various depths from 6 inches to 3'/» feet 
There are 32 complete sets, in 358-1 pots 
representing 100 species, 84 genera and 
34 families.

approach and execution. When fire has 
destroyed a valuable building.the most- 
natural question is aa to how the fire 
started. 
Everybody wants 
to 
know 


this, and when known' it serves as a safe.-, 
guard, to a certain extent,- against the 
repetition of a similar event. 


When a child dies of consumption-do 


we-inquire as -to how .it contracted this 
insidious disease? 
If 'we did it might 


lead us to adopt' measures to stop it. 
It is a'matter of scientific record that 
one-third of the • deaths from consump- 
tion among • children is caused by their, 
drinking - or using milk from • cows inr 
fected with tuberculosis. 
Children are 


more susceptible to contracting this dis- 
ease "from the use of infected milk than 
arc adults, and especially-because cow's 
milk constitutes so considerable a pro- 
portion of their food. The advancement 
of farmers and dairymen in the appli- 
cation, of "improved" methods of agri- 
culture and live stock management has 
not helped us any in this matter. 
In 


fact it has made things worse. It is in 
the older and more thickly settled parts 
of our-state that tuberculosis in cattle 
is most frequently found. It is not near- 
ly so prevalent in the newer parts of the 
state .where cattle receive less dainty 
care- and housing. We are in the thick 
of the fight if we only know it, and 
the enemy is all around us. Even farm- 
ers themselves who use the milk from 
their own cows do not know whether 
they are drinking the deadly germs or 
not-unless they have tested their cows 
for tuberculosis, and such farmers are 
as yet comparatively few.

PAPER TRUST EXTORTION. 


Herman Ridder,. President of Publishers' 


Association, Tells Attorney Gen- 


eral How Members are 


Mulcted By Com- 


bine. 


WASHINGTON, March ; 10."—Charges 


that the paper trust 'has stifled competi- 
tion and has added $80,000,000 per year 
to -the burdens of publishers, together 
with light on the methods of the trust, 
are ' contained' in 'a letter written by- 
Herman Ridder, president of the Ameri- 
can Newspaper Publishers! association, 
in reply to Attorney General Bonaparte's 
request for evidence of an-unlawful com- 
bination in the paper trade. 


Mr. Ridder says that seven groups of 


paper-makers have held a meeting 
in 


New York within the .last, 'fortnight. 
These groups, .he says, include pulpmak- 
ers, makers of boards, tissue, book pap- 
fers, news print paper, writing, manila 
and wrapping paper. He continues: 


'All of these are subdivisions of the 


American Paper and Pulp association, a 
national organization, that has its head- 
quarters and address at 309 Broadway, 
New York City. From a merely statis- 
tical body with a restricted purpose of 
discussion and interchange of ideas, it 
has become a center for seven divisions 
of paper-makers who have undertaken 
to co-operate through it in a general re- 
striction of production, a regulation of 
output and an advance in prices, through 
combinations so solidly organized as to 
control the 'market arbitrarily by pool 
agreements and 'penalties and restric- 
tions. The paper-making buainess-iff so 
interdependent between 
these 
groups 


that the actions of many of them .have 
contributed materially toward producing 
nn artificial scarcity in news print paper 
and an abnormal and utterly unjustifi- 
able increase in the price of news print 
paper nnd book and other paper." 


Speaking for the publishers, Mr. Rid- 


der informs the attorney general that 
thev will furnish evidence that contracts 
and* orders were shifted between mills 
located cast and west without knowledge 


consent of the newspapers, nnd that 


this occurred between mills and had no 
cntiVn trade relations. 
"-"News print paper mills tfiat are not 


entirely modern," says Mr. Ridder, "are 
now;, making paper at figures that show 
a -prtfjt'of more than $20 per ton on the 
japerY prices just announced by the In- 
;erna'tibnal Paper company ($52.50 per 
ton)'. 'In other words for paper, say de- 
ivercd in New York, up-to-date mills 
are making a profit of more than 60 per 
cent."'

keep coming without the receivers hav- 
ing heard a word from the shippers. 
Most shippers upstate are . anxious to 
move their holdings and are shipping as 
rapidly .-as the receivers here will take 
the -stuff. 
• 


Florida, cabbage, is not moving- very 


briskly.. The abundance of old stock ia 
the market is interfering with sales. 
V?hen .old cabbage can be procured at 
such reasonable figures, many buytf<|t 
prefer it to new! A lot 'of Florida,' cab- 
bage coming is not of the best quality. 
Instead of shipping the best cabbage 
they have;' many of the Florida growers 
are shipping poor cabbage and are hold- 
ing the better grades, believing that they 
can' .make? more money should the mar- 
ket.^advance. One receiver, who ha« just 
returned from Florid*, says that in San- 
ford'he' was surprised to see cabbage re- 
tuiling for lOc a head, where in the ship- 
ping stations not far from ' Sanf ord, 
growers were selling it .for 50c a. barrel. 
Florida cabbage. is bringing 75e@|L25. 
At.theso figures heavy losses are svsstain- 
ed. by those handling new cabbage.. 


The cabbage movement around Charles- 


ton will begin in about 10 days although 
it'wfll probably be 20 days before large 
shipments are on the way. 


Chicago correspondence: The old eal*- 


bage situation, is worse than ever and on 
a steady decline. -It is a question of 
holders getting what they can for stock. 
Now cabbage is in liberal supply and 
weak. Reeeivcrs are urging stock for 
sale. California crates sell S2@2.25 and 
small crates $1.25@k40. Florida stock 
continues to sell much below cost, 75@ 
91. 


When'-'Water Flows Up Hill. 


In view of the fact' that the earth is 


an 'oblate spheri'od, instead of a perfect 
sphere, it follows that its center is 
farther from' the equator "than 
from 


either pole. The 'difference 
is about 


thirteen miles. 


The Mississippi flows southward for so 


great a distance that its surface at its 
mouth is about four miles farther from 
the earth's than at its source. 


Tte question arises, then, does it flow 


up- till? 


Tlie reply is that "up" means against 


gmv-itfttionj and "down" with gravita- 
tion ; ' hence the Mississippi does not flow 
up hill, although obviously it does move 
away from the center of 
the 
globe. 


Plumb lines rarely point directly toward 
{he center of the earth. 'The variation 
from that direction has given rise to an 
interesting branch of the work of the 
United States coast and geodetic survey. 


• The visible irregularities of .the surface 
of the .earth — mountains, valleys 'and 
water basins — affect the form of attrac- 
tion which is known as gravitation. A 
cubic mile of land is two and a half 
times as dense as a similar volume of 
water. 
^ 


The plumb line tends to lean toward 


the earth masses and away from the 
water basins. These influences, which 
may be computed with scientific accu- , 
racy, do not, however, explain all of the 
deflections. Varying .degrees of density, 
spme miles below the surface of the 
earth, must be assumed to ejcist. 
^ • 


Trifling as these deflections are, never 


exceeding nine inches in a plumb line s 
mile, long, they ore of considerable sci- 
entific importance. 


They modify the calculations of navi- 


gators and explarers as to the positions 
on. the earth's surface; 'derived from the 
stars. They thus- 'become essential in. 
nigh-grade maptnaking.
